In the hope that the town Irriga- 
tion system would .be extended to

To irrigate the cemetery grounds, 
which lie at a higher elevation than 
the rest of the town, it will require 
a pump and a pipe line, and the cost 
is estimated to be between $250 and 
$500. Last year the trees were sup- 
plied with water by hauling it in 
tanks, and the expense was, borne 
by the Women’s Institute. This is 
an expensive undertaking, and it 
was believed it would be much better 
to irrigate the trees, which had been | 
increased in number this spring. 
The cemetery committee will wait on 
the council at an early date. 

While discussing cemetery irriga- 
tion it was brought out that it 
woul oagg_ an additional $350. to 
complete the town “irrigation system. 
The Board of Trade still owes the 
rum of $700 on the system.

With one exception, 1929 was the
